TEAM NOTES AGAINST D.C. UNITED 

• Saturday’s match is the 58th all-time, regular-season meeting between the New England Revolu¬ 
tion and D.C. United ... this will be the 65th overall meeting between the two clubs, who have 
played four MLS Cup Playoff matches and three U.S. Open contests 

• D.C. leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs, 26-23-8 ... the Revs are 

8- 16-4 at D.C., but have won the last two meetings at RFK Stadium 

• D.C. United defeated New England, 2-1, in the first of three meetings in 2012 at Gillette Stadium 
on April 14 ... New England and United will meet once more this year, on Sept. 15, at RFK 
Stadium ... this will mark the first time since 2008 that the teams will meet more than twice 
during the regular season 

• New England’s loss against D.C. United on April 14 snapped a six-game unbeaten streak (5-0-1) 
against United since the start of the 2009 season ... last season, the Revs won their home 
opener, 2-1, on March 26, and later picked up their first road victory of the season, a 1-0 win at 
D.C., on July 20 

• The Revs' 2011 series win marked the first time either team won three consecutive season 
series ... United won the season series in back-to-back seasons in 1997-08 and 2003-04, while 
the Revs picked up their first consecutive season series wins in 2009 and 2010, before winning 
the season series again last year 

• Eight of the last nine meetings have resulted in one goal games ... the Revs' 2-0 win on April 3, 
2010, was the largest advantage for either team during that stretch 

• The teams have met in three postseason series, with D.C. holding a 2-1-1 edge in those 
matches ... however, the Revs defeated United, 1-0, in the most recent playoff meeting on Nov. 

5,2006, to win the Eastern Conference Championship at RFK Stadium and earn a berth in the 
MLS Cup 2006

• Shalrie Joseph has scored four goals in 26 career appearances against D.C. to lead all current 
Revolution players against D.C. United ... Joseph had an assist and the game-winning penalty 
kick on March 26, 2011 

• Stephen McCarthy has scored one goal in three career appearances against D.C.... McCarthy 
scored the lone goal - his first career game-winning goal - last season in the Revs’ 1-0 win at 
RFK Stadium on July 20, which snapped the team's nine-game winless streak 

• Jose Moreno scored his first career goal in his first career start earlier this season against D.C. 
on April 14 

• Chris Tierney has recorded the game-winning assist in three of the last five meetings against 
D.C.... last season, Tierney assisted Stephen McCarthy in the game’s only goal on July 20, and 
picked up game-winning assists in both meetings with D.C. in 2010 

• Saer Sene and Lee Nguyen each recorded one assist in one appearance against D.C. earlier

It was Moreno's first MLS goal and it gave the Revs an early 
lead for the second straight home game. The advantage was short-lived, however, as Santos scored 
the equalizer for United in the 19th minute and Pontius bagged the game winner in the 82nd minute just 
three minutes after entering the game as a substitute.

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT D.C. UNITED 


MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


THIS WEEK, CAN’T SPELL NEW ENGLAND WITHOUT “D.A.” 

This week, Revs fans will be seeing a lot of one of the region’s top radio personalities as 
Damon “D.A.” Amendolara will temporarily take the play-by-play reins on Saturday at D.C. on 
Comcast SportsNet and 98.5 The Sports Hub, as normal play-by-play voice Brad Feldman 
attends a family wedding ... to help “celebrate" his game in the booth, D.A. will haveA.J. 
Soares and Chris Tierney live in-studio on Wednesday, May 23, from 9-10 p.m., during his 
market-leading “The DA Show” on 98.5 The Sports Hub ... in addition to D.A.’s weeknight 
radio program, he normally serves as the Revolution's reporter at home matches. 

AN “EARLY” CHANCE AT WIN NUMBER FIVE 

With a victory on May 12 against Vancouver, the Revs picked up their fourth win of the 
season, a feat the Revs accomplished last season in Game #20 on July 20, 2011 - a 1-0 win 
at D.C. United ... through 11 games this year, the Revs are 4-6-1 and are one win shy of 
matching the team’s 2011 win total after the club went 5-6-13 in a 34-game season. 

SECOND TIME’S THE CHARM? 

New England and D.C. will meet for the second time this season after United defeated the 
Revs, 2-1, on April 14 at Gillette Stadium ... the loss snapped New England's six-game 
unbeaten streak (5-0-1) against United since the start of the 2009 season ... the loss is the 
only mar on New England's 3-1-1 record in Foxborough so far this season ... Saturday’s game 
marks the first time the Revs will meet an opponent for a second time this season. 

HAVING SHALRIE FOR D.C. IS KEY 

Shalrie Joseph is set to make his first appearance of the season against D.C., after miss¬ 
ing the April 14 meeting while serving a one-game suspension handed down by the MLS 
Disciplinary Committee for a tackle on April 5 at Dallas ... Joseph has four goals in 26 career 
appearances against D.C. and leads all current Revolution players in scoring against United 
... the April 14 match is the only game the Revolution captain has missed this season. 

STILL SEARCHING FOR WIN NO. 1 VS. EAST 

Following Saturday’s draw against Houston, the Revs are still winless against the Eastern 
Conference this year, going 0-3-1 so far... conversely, the Revs are 4-3-0 against the 
Western Conference this year... this coming Saturday's match at D.C. will be the Revs’ fifth 
chance against an Eastern opponent in 2012. 

QUICK TRIP AND CHANCE TO IMPROVE AWAY EFFORTS 

Saturday's match at D.C. is the team’s only away game in a five-game span ... the match is 
sandwiched between back-to-back home games on May 12 and 19, and back-to-back home 
games on June 2 and June 16 ... the Revs are 0-2-0 on the road against the East this year 
and 1-5-0 overall on road trips, with the lone win coming in the 3-1 win at LA on March 31 ... 
afetr Saturday’s game in D.C., the Revs will play five of their next six games at home. 

GOALS RAIN DOWN IN MAY 

After being shut out in four of their first seven games, the Revs have scored at least one goal 
in each of the last four games... the Revs are averaging 2.25 goals per game in May (nine 
goals, four games), improving the club's overall average to 1.27 goals per game ... the team 
averaged 0.33 goals per game in April, with one goal in three matches. 

SAER’S AMONG LEAGUE’S BEST 

With two goals on Saturday against Houston, Saer Sene now has six goals in 10 appearances 
... with six goals, Sene is now tied for fourth in MLS in goals with D.C.'s Maicon Santos (6)... 
four of Sene’s goals have come in May: vs. Colorado (May 2), vs. Vancouver (May 12) and 
two vs. Houston (May 19)... San Jose's Chris Wondolowski leads MLS with 11 goals in 12 
games played. 

IS SAER SUCCESS ALSO A SIGN OF GOOD THINGS TO COME? 

Saer Sene has scored six goals in five games this season ... when Sene scores a goal, the 
Revolution is 4-0-1 ... in games in which he does not score a goal - or only records an assist - 
the Revs are 0-5-0 ... he was unavailable for the season opener on March 10 at San Jose with 
knee inflammation, but has played in all 10 games since. 

SAER ON A TEAR 

With six goals this season, Saer Sene has emerged as the team's leading scorer despite his 
newcomer status ... in only 10 appearances, Sene has already matched 2010’s season goal 
leader - Marko Perovic - with six goals, and is challenging the team's recent individual season 
goal-scoring highs ... since 2007, no Revolution player has scored more than eight goals in a 
season ... Sene is averaging 0.60 goals per game and, if his current pace holds, could record 
his ninth goal before the start of July.

BACK-TO-BACK BRACES FOR REVS 

Saer Sene’s brace on Saturday marked the second consecutive game that a Revs player 
scored two goals, following Lee Nguyen's two-goal performance on May 12 against Vancouver 
... the last time Revs players scored two goals in consecutive games was 2010, when Kenny 
Mansally’s two goals on April 3 at D.C., proceded by Zack Schilawski’s hat trick on April 10 
against Toronto in the following game. 

EARLY STRIKE FORCE 

The Revs have made a habit this season of scoring early in matches ... the team’s nine goals 
in the first 30 minutes of games ranks second in MLS, behind New York’s 11 in the same span 
... the Revs have scored five goals in the first 15 minutes of games and four goals in the 16-30 
minute segment of the match ... the team’s five goals in the first 15 minutes is second behind 
NY (5), while the team's four goals in the second 15-minute span is tied for the league’s top 
mark with New York, San Jose and Montreal, who each also have four goals between minutes 
16 and 30. 

SCORING BURNING OUT LATE 

While the Revs are red-hot out of the gates, the team - so far - has been less successful in the 
second half of games ... the Revs have scored only three goals in the second of games this 
year... the team's three second-half goals is the worst mark in MLS as D.C. United leads the 
league in the category with 15 second-half goals. 

REVS COULD USE SOME LATE-GAME MAGIC OF THEIR OWN 

The final 15 minutes of matches this year have not been kind to the Revs this season as the 
club has conceeded four goals but have yet to score a goal in that time frame ... the Revs 
scored the game-tying or game-winning goals after the 75th minute last year just three times 
... this year, the Revs have scored just three goals in the second half and just one after the 
65th minute - a Lee Nguyen insurance goal to put the Revs up three on May 12 against 
Vancouver. 

LATE GOALS SURRENDERED ARE ADDING UP 

The Revs conceded an 87th-minute goal on Saturday against Houston, forcing the team's first 
draw of the season ... the late goal was the club's fourth goal allowed after the 75th minute 
this season ... the team’s four goals surrendered in the final 15-minute span of the game is 
MLS’ third-worst mark, trailing only Chivas USA and Portland, which have given up six goals 
apiece in that span. 

HOWEVER, IN CONTEXT... 

While the Revs have surrendered four goals in the final 15 minutes of games this season, 
overall, the team has only allowed six second-half goals this year... the team's six second-half 
goals is the league's third-lowest mark as Seattle - which has allowed four second-half goals - 
has the best mark in MLS in the category ... FC Dallas, which has surrendered 16 second-half 
goals, has the highest second-half total in MLS. 

LATE GOALS ALSO PROVING COSTLY 

Three of the four goals the Revs have allowed after the 75th minute this season have cost 
the team four points ... in addition to the two points dropped on Saturday against Houston 
going from a win to a draw, the Revs lost two more points in the final 15 minutes of play after 
conceding go-ahead goals two other times: a stoppage-time goal at Dallas to go from a draw 
to a loss, and an 82nd minute goal from D.C. on April 14 to also go from a draw to a loss. 

RYAN GUY: THE NEW “MR. VERSATILITY?” 

Ryan Guy made his first career start in the central midfield on Saturday and has already 
played five positions this season: left midfield, right midfield, right back, forward and center 
midfield ... with Chris Tierney, the team's former poster child for versatility, finding a home at 
left back this season, Guy appears to be his heir apparent... the only two positions Guy has 
yet to play in his Revs career are goalkeeper and center back since he also played left back in 
reserve action in 2011. 

CLEAR WEATHER BLUES? 

Five of the team’s first 11 games this spring have been played in clear weather at kickoff, and 
the Revs are 0-4-1 in those games ... perhaps the team likes the cloudy skies better as the 
club is 3-1-0 in cloudy kickoffs this season. 

GOALS PER GAME AVERAGE RISING 

Following the two-goal performance on Saturday, the Revs are averaging a season-high 1.27 
goals and rank eighth in goals per game, as league-leader New York sits at 2.08 goals per 
game ... the Revs’ season average peaked higher than 1.00 for the first time following the 4-1 
win against Vancouver on May 12 ... the team's scoring average plummeted below 1.00 after 
scoring just one goal in April: a Jose Moreno goal on April 14 against D.C. United. 
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NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT D.C. UNITED 


CONTINUING TO MOVE UP THE SCORING CHART 

The Revs’ two-goal match on Saturday moved the club into eighth in goals scored (14), as 
league-leaders D.C. United and New York each have 25 goals ... the Revs are just one goal 
shy of sixth place, held by Sporting KC and Seattle (15 goals, 11 games apiece). 

ASSISTS RARE LAST TWO WEEKS ... 

Both of Saer Sene’s goals on Saturday were unassisted, marking the first time this season 
that the team scored in a game and failed to register an assist... of the team's 14 goals this 
season, only three have been unassisted and one has been a penalty kick... in fact, until the 
Revs’ 4-1 win against Vancouver on May 12, every goal the Revs had scored this season had 
been assisted ... since May 12, however, four of the team’s six goals have been unassisted 
and the team has only recorded two assists in two games, despite scoring six goals. 

BUT REVS STILL RANK HIGH IN ASSISTS 

Even without the assist in last Saturday's game, the Revs’ 13 assists are tied for seventh in 
MLS with Seattle ... Shalrie Joseph leads the Revs with three assists, while Lee Nguyen, Saer 
Sene and Chris Tierney each have two assists. 

MULTIPLE GOAL GAMES ARE OKAY BY REVS 

Following a second-consecutive multiple-goal game, the Revs now have four multiple-goal 
games this season and are tied with Montreal for seventh in the league in the category through 
11 games ... D.C. United leads the league in multiple-goal games with eight in 14 matches. 

SENE, REVS BURY FIRST PENALTY KICK OF 2012 

One year after going 6-for-7 in penalty kick attempts in 2011, the Revs started the year a 
perfect 1-for-1 on Saturday after Saer Sene buried his first penalty kick... generally, Shalrie 
Joseph is the club's de facto penalty-kick taker (after going 4-for-5 last year), but Sene stepped 
up to take the spot kick after drawing the foul inside the box. 

CAN SAER BE THE GO-TO GUY ON THE ROAD, TOO? 

Five of the six goals Saer Sene has scored this season have been at Gillette Stadium, with his 
lone road goal coming in the 3-1 win at LA on March 31, the Revs only road win this year... 
in the last three road matches dating back to April 5 at Dallas, Sene and the Revs have been 
quiet, scoring just one goal - a Blake Brettschneider early strike at Salt Lake on May 5. 

MOSTLY CLOSE ONES FOR THE BOYS FROM NEW ENGLAND 

In the last seven matches, dating back to April 5 at Dallas, all but one game -- the Revs' 4-1 
win over Vancouver on May 12 -- has ended either as a one-goal decision or a draw... the 
Revs played five consecutive one-goal games from April 5 to May 5 before the three goal win 
against WhiteCaps FC and the team's 2-2 draw against Houston on Saturday. 

REVS HAVE A REPUTATION FOR ONE-GOAL GAMES 

The Revs have already played seven one-goal games this season, going 2-5-0 in those 
matches ... only Chivas USA has played more one-goal games this season (nine)... the Revs’ 
.286 winning percentage in one-goal games is tied with Philadelphia for 14th in MLS, ahead of 
LA (.250), Montreal (.250), Colorado (.250) and Toronto (.000), while Vancouver is a perfect 
4-0-0 (1.00) in one-goal contests. 

IT WAS A PERFECT MAY AT HOME 

With a draw against Houston on Saturday, the Revs finished the home-slate of games in the 
month of May with a 2-0-1 record at Gillette Stadium ...prior to this season, the last time the 
Revs went undefeated at home in a one-month period with at least three home games was 
June 2008 (2-0-1). 

BRETTSCHNEIDER MAKES IT THREE STRAIGHT 

Blake Brettschneider made his third consecutive start on Saturday, and the second straight 
game that he has lined up with Saer Sene on the forward line ... so far this season, five dif¬ 
ferent players have earned starts at forward: Blake Brettscheider, Fernando Cardenas, Ryan 
Guy, Moreno and Sene ... Jay Heaps has used a two-striker formation in nine of the 11 games 
this season with the partnerships below:

JOSEPH MOVES UP ANOTHER RUNG ON THE REVS’ SCORING LADDER 

With his 37th career goal on May 12 against Vancouver, Shalrie Joseph moved into a tie with 
Pat Noonan for fourth place on the Revs’ all-time scoring chart... Joseph is not far from the 
second-place slot on the club’s list, as he sits four goals behind Joe-Max Moore (41) in third 
place and five goals behind Steve Ralston (42) in second place ... Taylor Twellman is the Revs' 
all-time leading goal-scorer with 101 goals scored. 


JOSEPH’S ASSIST TOTALS CLIMB, TOO 

One season removed from leading the club in goal scoring, Shalrie Joseph leads the Revs in 
assists with three in 2012 after picking up an assist on Blake Brettschneider’s goal at Real Salt 
Lake (May 5)... Joseph’s assist was the 34th of his career... he is now one shy of second 
place on the Revolution's career assist chart, behind Joe-Max Moore who had 35 ... this is the 
sixth time in Joseph’s career that he has recorded at least three assists ... his career high is 
eight, which he recorded in 2009. 

NGUYEN AND JOSEPH ADD TO TEAM ATTACK 

With their goals against Vancouver on May 12, Lee Nguyen and Shalrie Joseph became the 
seventh and eighth different player to score a goal for the Revolution this season ... of the 
eight Revolution goal scorers this year, including Saer Sene (6) Blake Brettschneider (1), 
Fernando Cardenas (1), Joseph (1), Jose Moreno (1), Nguyen (2) Kelyn Rowe (1) and Chris 
Tierney (1), just two scorers - Joseph and Tierney - were members of the Revolution last 
season. 

REIS IS TOP FIVE IN SAVES 

Even though he only had one save on Saturday against Houston, Matt Reis enters the week 
among the top five in MLS in saves with 38 in 11 games, eigh behind league-leader Ryan 
Meara of New York (46 saves, 12 games)... Reis made at least four saves in a game in four 
straight matches from April 28 to May 12. 

SHOTS NOW LEADING TO GOALS? 

Atotal of 64 of the Revs’ 138 shots have been on goal, a league-leading 46.4 percen ... the 
club’s 64 shots on goal rank third in the league, five behind D.C. United's 69 shots on goal... 
Saer Sene has three goals in five shots on goal in the last two games, accounting for half of 
the team's scoring in the past two weeks. 

REIS HAS BEEN THE GO-TO GUY IN NET 

Matt Reis has played every minute in goal through 11 games this season, marking the first 
time since 2008 that Reis has done so ... in 2008, Reis started the club's first 19 games of 
the season and missed just three games that year... Reis missed four games early in 2009 
with knee inflammation, 12 games in early 2010 while on the disabled list following off-season 
shoulder and knee surgeries, and two games early in 2011 with an adductor strain. 

THE CENTRAL SIX 

Of the 23 players who’ve appeared in a game this season, only six players have played at 
least 80 percent of the minutes ... Matt Reis has played all 990 minutes this year, while also 
starting all 11 matches ... A.J. Soares is the only other player who has started all 11 matches, 
while Lee Nguyen has made 11 appearances (nine starts)... Shalrie Joseph and Chris Tierney 
have each made 10 starts - each missing a game while serving a suspension - while Clyde 
Simms has also made 10 starts, but missed his first match last Saturday with an Achilles injury.

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ...
